LONDON, March 28. —|

coup of Zeebrugge and de- 
stroy the harbor locks by 
blowing up an old warship 
crammed with explosives. 

The German high command, 
which released a detailed and ob- 
viously one-sided account of the 
action, claimed “an old Ameri- 
can destroyer” loaded with ex- 
plosives which was to have ram- 
med the gates of the block blew 
up under fire before it reached 
its goal, and that in addition, nine 

British motor torpedo boats and 
four other torpedo boats of the 
raiders were destroyed. 

The German account also said the 
raiders suffered severe casualties 
and left over 100 prisoners in Nazi 
hands. 


NAZIS SEEM ANXIOUS 

By contrast the first British com- 
Munique said only: “A combined 
operation was carried out in the 
early hours of this morning by 
units of the three services in a smal) 
raid on St. Nazaire. A further com- 
munique will be issued as soon as 
our forces return.”

OTTAWA, March 28,— Sensa- 
tional charges in Washington 
against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey in regard to 
turning over to enemy nations 
synthetic rubber rights hae not 
directly affected Canada The 
Bulletin learned today. 

When the Canadian munitions 
and supply department decided to 
undertake the production of syn- 
thetic rubber officials secured re- 
lease of patent rights from Wash- 
ington officials without difficulty. 
Canada's production will be han- 
dled by a government-owned com- 
pany, the new Polymer Corpora- 
tion Limited, with four plants in 
southwestern Ontario. The product 
will be the buna type of artificial 
rubber, made from butyl and sty- 
rene. Butyl is made by putting 
crude oil through a cracking pro- 
cess. Styrene is easily available. 

The Canadian plants will be 
located in the vicinity of the ter- 
minus of pipe lines from the Okla- 
hama and Illinois oilfields. 

It is understood that Canadian 
domestic production of oil in Al- 
berta chiefly in Turner Valley 
will be reserved for production of 
high-test aviation fuel which is 
likely to reach astronomical re- 
quirements in the near future. 
No synthetic rubber production 
is expected to be started in con- 
nection wtih western oilfields,

An Editorial 
Farmers’ Tragic Plight 


TEPS that have been taken to ameliorate the lot of the 
Canadian farmer by making the price of his wheat 90 
cents at the lakehead fall far short of the necessities of the 
situation. 
They do not satisfy the farmer. They do not satisfy the 
thinkin;, Canadian public. They do not Satisfy the require- 
ments of common justice. 


The Canadian farmer has merely existed since 1930. 
During the past twelve years, no adequate measures have 
been taken to provide the farmer with reasonable com- 
pensation for his toil, notwithstanding the fact that farm- 
ing is the basic industry of Canada. 


No adequate attempt has been made to relieve him of 
his intolerable and uneconomic burden of debt, loaded on 
his back through no improvidence of his own. 


His mortgage debts were incurred when he was re- 
ceiving from $1.25 to $2.25 for his wheat. With the col- 
lapse of farm prices in 1930 and since, his debt position, in 
terms of wheat, has increased 400 per cent. 


Taking the average interest on farm loans at 8 per- 
cent when the loans were made, the interest rate, in terms 
of wheat, has increased to 32 per cent. 


The Bennétt Government, to prevent wholesale evic- 
tions of farmers from their lands, provided under the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act that the farmers’ 
debts should be reduced to the value of his assets and the 
interest rates should be fixed on his ability to pay, as an 
efficient farmer according to the potential productive value 
of his lands. 

This Act of Parliament was hailed as a genuine mea- 
sure of justice, but the Act failed to take into account the 
constant change of values and conditions by further pro- 
viding that the settlements effected could not be reviewed 
and were irrevocable. 

Boards of Review weré’set up in the various provinces 
with a supreme court judge at the head of each and many 
thousands of adjustments were made. 


In the case of the Alberta Board of Review, interest 
on mortgages was reduced first to 7 per cent. Later ad- 
justments carried 6 per cent, and finally, the maximum 
rate of interest was fixed at 5 per cent. 


These settlements would have been beneficial if the 
farmer had been receiving not less than one dollar per 
bushel at local shipping points. 


But the prices on the commodities the farmer was 
required to buy increased 45 per cent, which made these 
settlements of no practical value to the farmer. 


President Roosevelt faced a similar situation in the 
United States and nine years ago he set up several gov- 
ernment agencies to provide the farmer with funds to pay 


off his mortgage loans, carrying an average of 6 per cent 
interest, and, through the Federal Farm Loan Board, made 
loans at 3 per cent with the principal payable in 20 years. 


Through the Farm Stabilization of Prices Board, he 
gave the farmer $1.29 per bushel for his wheat at Chicago. 


In other words, he gave the farmer prices on his pro- 
duct on a parity with the cast of the things he had to 


purchase. 


The result is that today the six million farmers of the 
United States own their own farms and operate at a profit. 


The Government of Canada cannot afford, in the 
present war crisis, to allow the tragic plight of the Can- 


adjan farmer to continue. 


The products of the farm are vital to Canada and the 
United Nations to win this war and are as essential to the 
successful prosecution of the war as planes or tanks or 


guns. 


Money will not win this war, but only men and mater- 
ials. The adoption by Parliament of a similar policy to that 
‘in effect in the United States would not cost the taxpayers 


of Canada a single dollar. 


Orthodox financial methods were discarded on the 
outbreak of war and war finance today is simply a matter 


of bookkeeping. 


Excess profits and surplus spending power are 
siphoned back into the federal treasury by our present 


drastic system of taxation. 


It is as simple as that—and what are-we waiting for?

And finally it has blown up Min- 
amitori Shima (Marcus Island), an- 
other naval base like all the rest 
except that it is in a portion of the 
Pacific that the Mikado has long 
considered his private pond. 


TURMOIL ON RADIO 

There was turmoil in the Japan- 
dominated portion of the ether that 
strange night. There were whispers 
of questing airplanes in the dark 
overhead. The short waves crack- 
led with messages whose uneasy 
tempo made it unnecessary to 
understand their text, with gravely 
considered ballyhoo in English, dis- 
closing nervousness and fear in a 
too repetitious song of victory— 
“eight unidentified planes were shot 
down in an attack on Minamitori 
Shima early today. and the raiding 
force driven off, not having damag- 
ed the island's unimportant instal- 
lations.” 

“A raid in force by United States 
cruisers, destroyers and planes on 
Otori Island, formerly Wake, was 
repulsed after a brief fight. One 
cruiser was set afire, one destroyer 
sunk, There was no damage to Jap- 
anese installations or personnel.” 
(All this, oddly enough, was true 
except for the distribution of 
losses.) 

And there was little blats on the 
communication bands.

The cause of all this commotion 
was just another of those smol- 
dering fires on the island where 
Japan had set up an important 
base.

Among odd fragments that came 
over the sizzling radios there was 
mention of an air raid alarm in 
Tokyo—the first air raid alarm in

From now on watchers on the 
housetops of Tokyo might go on 
hoping for the best, but they never 
could be sure. Right then the Jap- 
anese knew that we were in a 
position, should our commander

mained on the charts as “uninhabit- 
ed.” Like Wake, its change in status 
was due to the fact that Japan, 
stretching out farther and farther 
its spread of culture in the western 
Pacific, needed a link between its 
mandated islands and the Ogasi- 
wara Islands, an archipelago ad- 
jacent to, and almost part of, Japan 
proper. 

IN RANGE OF TOKYO 

Marcus is about 950 miles from 
Tokyo, which yesterday made it a 
comforting outpost for Japan and 
today makes it a possible base for 
bombing raids on important Jap- 
anese cities. 

Despite Japanese caginess about 
the movements of home fleets, it 
long has been known that waters

Laval Is Going

| BERNE, March 2—(AP)— 
| Pierre Laval, who was ousted 
| from the Vichy government late 


in 1940 by Marshal Petain, is ex- 
pected to go to Berlin next week 
to discuss the possibility of in- 
creased French-German collabor- 
ation, Axis news dispatches from 
Vichy reported today. 

Laval has conferred recently with 
Petain and Vice-Premier Jean.Dar- 
lan. 

Evidence the collaboration effort 
was Axis-inspired was seen in a 
DNB dispatch which said pro-Axis 
Laval took the initiative in making 
an appointment with Petain at Ran- 
dan near Vichy last Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Foreign military observers with 
Vichy connections said they believe 
Laval is endeavoring to make oe 
new agreement with his former 
chief in order to counteract the 
understanding now existing be- 
tween Washington and Vichy. 


(Authoritative sources in Wash- 
ington disclosed this week that 
virtually all pending questions 
between the American and French 
governments have been settled 
for the time being.) 

Informed sources pointed out that 
while Petain may have listened 
sympathetically to Laval and may 
bring him back in the cabinet, it 
did not mean he would yield to any 
major changes in policy at present. 
If Laval returns, he may becom?

If they marketed 200.- 
000,000 bushels of wheat the 20-cent 
increase in price would bring them 
just $40,000,000 so that they would 
be no further ahead. 


SUGGESTIONS REFUSED 

Mr. Wright regretted the agricul- 
ture committee which considered 
the wheat measures had refused all 
suggested changes. He did not think 
the committee showed much intel- 
ligence in some of its decisions, 

The excuse for refusing western 
farmers higher prices for wheat in 
the past was that the British gov- 
ernment refused to pay more. Yet 
the British government paid its own 
farmers fair prices. 

“It seems strange,” he said, 
“that the British government will 
pay its own farmers their costs of 
production but insists on Cana- 
dian farmers receiving less than 
their costs. That does not tend to- 
ward good relations between Brit- 
ish countries.” 

While that situation might have 
prevailed in the past under the 

$1,000,000,000 gift to Britain the 
wheat price was now a matter for 
the Canadian government alone. All 
other goods in the gift would be pur- 
chased for their cost or more and 
wheat farmers should also get their 
costs. 

Robert Fair (N.D., Battle River) 
said wheat growers of western 
Canada had not received cost of 
production since 1929 and he sug- 
gested that if any other producers 
had been forced to endure such 
conditions there would be sit-down 
strikes all over Canada.

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Canada Prepares For 
Air Raids On Coasts 


OTTAWA, March 28, — 
(CP) — Arrangements for 
meeting the contingencies of 
air raids or other attacks on 
Canada Friday occupied the 
House of Commons in its’ last 
hours before the Easter ad- 
journment, the discussion be- 
ing led by Pensions Minister 
Mackenzie. 

Making the first comprehensive 
statement on air raid precautions 
in the house since the start of the 
war, Mr. Mackenzie indicated 
there would be no large public 
bomb shelters and no mass evacu- 
ation of people from Canada 
cities. This decision, he said, 
was based on experience in Great 
Britain. 

“Large public shelters and evacu- 
ation of population are two meas- 
ures that we believe to have been 
mistaken and most of the authori- 
ties in Great Britain agree that that 
is so,” said Mr. Mackenzie.

PROTECT HOMES 


Government To Provide 
Free Insurance Against 


Damages Through War 


OTTAWA, March 28.—(CP)—-War risk insurance on a 
voluntary basis and distributed throughout Canada is pro- 
vided for in a nreasure laid before the House of Commons 
Wednesday by Finance Minister Isley. It will provide free 


insurance to home-owners up 


to $3,000 without payment of 


any premiums, and individuals will be covered up to a cer- 
tain maximum for loss of chattels. 


For amounts above those limits + 


the people will be permitted to 
buy insurance from regular com- 
Panies which are co-operating 


with the government in the 
echeme, 
Indemnity compensation pay- 


ments, except in cases of undue 
hardship or war need wll be post- 
poned until after the war, the min- 
ister said. 

In keeping with an undertaking 
he gave last Nov. 24 Mr. Ilsley said 
that any war damage suffered in 
Canada prior to launching of the 
insurance scheme will be covered

The disallowance by Ottawa of three 
debt relief measures passed by the Alberta 
Legislative Assembly during its 1941 ses- 
sion appears to leave only two alterna- 
tives to the Government of this province 
if its purpose of ameliorating the desper- 
ate plight of the private debtor is to be 
achieved. 

Quite obviously, the federal authority 
does not propose to permit Alberta to 
offer debt relief on the terms of interest 
reduction. Since 1935, every measure of 
this kind, enacted by the legislature, has 
been either declared ultra vires in the 
courts or disallowed by Ottawa. ; 

It is true, of course, that the fixing of 
interest rates falls, by tradition, .exclu- 
sively into the hands of the Federal 
authority. So also, apparently, does the 
fixing of the terms of debt. 


There are two matters, however, over 
which the province has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion and exclusive rights to legislate. 

These two matters are the declaration 
of a moratorium on all debt and the out- 
right cancellation of the principal of 
debts. 

Since Ottawa refuses to allow Alberta 
to legislate along the lines of ameliorat- 
ing debt conditions by adjusting interest 
rates and prolonging terms, and has not 
enacted such measures of its own, Alberta 
is faced with two possible courses: 

1. The provincial authority can can- 
cel the principal of debts, a drastic mea- 
sure. 

2. Or the Government may declare a 
moratorium on all debts in this province. 

Since we now have inthis country a 
virtual conscription of manpower and a 
conscription of wealth through taxation, 
both of which preclude the possibility of 
the payment of debt along normal lines, 
perhaps the logical and most direct rem- 
edy would be to apply a moratorium until 
the war is over, when the whole situation 
may be more satisfactorily reviewed. 


The Background 


The disaster that has overwhelmed 
British power in Malaya, and all but over- 
whelmed it in Burma, did not develop dur- 
ing the last three months, nor was it 
caused solely by the onset of Japanese 
troops. Events since the fighting began 
have made plain that the forces of dis- 
integration were at work in both states 
over a period of years, and that the Japa- 
nese cleverly took advantage of the situa- 
tion to alienate the native populations 
from the British. - 

When the Japanese invaded Malaya, 
the Malays either sided with them or stood 
neutral. There was hardly a mention in 
the despatches of any assistance whatever 
given to the British and their allies, while 
proofs that Japanese fifth columnists had 
been at work there came to light in a flood. 

The same has been true in Burma. If 
the natives have taken any hand in try- 
ing to keep the invaders out of their coun- 
try the correspondents have missed the 
fact; and native risings against the invad- 
ers are developments which they would be 
quick to note and report. Native sym- 
pathy, if it has not been with the Japanese, 
has certainly not been apparent on the 
side of the British and their allies. 

Both the Malays and the Burmese 
are or were warlike races. There was a 
reason why they did not take the war-path 
when the Japanese soldiers came wheeling 
along their jungle tracks. However it 
came about, British planters and mine- 
managers and officials in Malaya and 
Burma had obviously failed to gain the 
loyalty and support of the millions among 
whom they lived and over whose condi- 
tions they wielded vast influence. When 
the test came, the millions just didn’t care 
which side won, 

For contrast there is the situation in 
the Philippines. There when the Japanese 
invaded the islands tens of thousands of 
Igoros and Moros. got out their long 
knives, took to the jungle trails, and have 
been hunting down the invaders so effec- 
tively that after three months the inva- 
sion is at a stand-still. General MacArthur 
did not have to depend on reinforcements 
reaching him from overseas; he had allies 
on the ground who needed nothing more 
than assurance that they would not be 
punished if they revived the warlike at- 
tributes of their ancestors. 

In assessing the causes of the break- 
down of resistance in Malaya and Burma 
it will not do to place all the blame on mili- 
tary leadership or lack of munitions. The 
background of native indifference—if not 
hostility—must also be taken into account. 
The seeds of that indifference were sown 
in years long gone, by men in civilian and 
official life who might have won the 
friendship, trust and loyalty of the tribes- 
ze but who for some reason failed to

The Things For Which We Fight 


By appointment of His Majesty the 
King, tomorrow will be observed in 
churches throughout the Empire as a day 
of special prayer for the success of the 
cause for which we and our Allies are 
fighting. It is appropriate therefore to re- 
call what precisely are the objects for 
which the United Nations stand. These 
were set out last August in what has 
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come to be known as the Atlantic Charter, 
and were the basis of the Joint Accord 
signed by the anti-Axis countries in Wash- 
ington on the first day of January. 

The clauses of the Atlantic Charter as 
drafted and signed by President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill, and em- 
bodied in the Joint Accord, declare that: 

Their countries seek no aggrandize- 
ment, territorial or other; 

They desire to see no territorial 
changes that do not accord with the freely 
expressed wishes of the peoples con- 
cerned; 


They respect the right of all ‘peoples: 


to choose the form of government under 
which they will live, and they wish to see 
Sovereign rights and self-government re- 
stored to those who have been forcibly 
deprived of them; 

They will endeavor, with due respect 
for their existing obligations, to further 
the enjoyment by all states, great or 
small, victor or vanquished, of access, on 
equal terms, to the trade and to the raw 
materials of the world which are needed 
for their economic prosperity; 

They desire to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations in the 
economic field with the object of securing 
for all, improved labor standards, econ- 
omic advancement and social security; 

After the final destruction of the 
Nazi tyranny, they hope to see established 
a peace which will afford to all nations the 
means of dwelling in safety within their 
own boundaries, and which will afford as- 
surance that all men in all lands may live 
out their lives in freedom from fear and 
want; 

Such a peace should enable all men to 
traverse the high seas and oceans without 
hindrance; 

They believe that all the nations of the 
world, for realistic as well as spiritual rea- 
sons, must come to the abandonment of 
the use of force. Since no future peace can 
be maintained if land, sea or air arma- 
ments continue to be employed by nations 
which threaten, or may threaten, aggres- 
sion outside of their frontiers, they be- 
lieve, pending the establishment of a wider 
and permanent system of general security, 
that the disarmament of such nations is 
essential. They will likewise aid and en- 
courage all other practicable measures 
which will lighten for peace-loving peoples 
the crushing burden of armaments. 

These are the objects for which the 
Empire and its allies are fighting. They

Several factions - in India, 
among them, the pseudo-religious 
group headed by Mahatma Gan- 
dhi and his associates, refuse to 
consider fighting alongside Bri- 
tain in this war unless India is 
given a greater measure of polit- 
ical freedom. 

On the surface, it sounds like a 
simple problem. The casual ob- 
server would say, “Give India 
her independence and make her 
promise to fight.” 

It is not that simple, There are 
wheels within wheels and tur- 
bans within turbans. And at the 
core of the whole business is a 
huge and active joker, 


The Joker 


That joker is that for every 
three placid Hindus who desire 
Indian independence, there is one 
fighting Moslem who does not 
want it. 

There are 239,195,000 Hindus in 
India who are more or less favor- 
able to complete self-govern- 
ment, 

There are 177,677,000 Moslems 
in India who mortally fear In- 
dian self-government because 
they are apprehensive of being 
overwhelmed by the numerically 
superior Hindus, 

Between the two groups there 
are mutual loathing and antag- 
onism, 

The Moslems fear that with 
self-government, dominated by 
the Hindus, India will return to 
that state of perpetual civil war 
which obtained before the British 
took over.

recurrence of that condition if 
the British move out

Besides the Hindus and Mos- 
lems, there are 13,000,000 Bud- 
dhists, 8,280,000 of various tribal 
religions, 6,297,000 Christians, 
4,336,000 Sikhs, 1,252,000 Jains as 
well as numbers of Zoroastrians 
and Jews. 

Each religious group, each 
racial group, each caste, each 
tribe and each independent state 
is at the throats of all the rest. 

British government is the only 
agency that has been able to 
unite and control the lot. 

For the British to simply walk 
out of India, then, is not only to 
precipitate deadly civil war, but 
to invite the Japanese in during 
the ensuing confusion. 


Bedevilment 


There is an impression abroad 
that the British have been be- 
devilling poor helpless India for 
many years, 

The British have bedevilled 
India in this wise: 

They have introduced schools 
and colleges, 

They have introduced modern 
sanitation and medical treatment, 


They have increased the aver- 
age Indian expectation of life by 
14 years, 

They have reduced the Indian 
death rate by 27 per cent, 

The government extended to 
India by the India Office in Lon- 
don, by the Viceroy in New Delhi 
and through the two native legis- 
lative chambers as well as the 
Council of Princes, has been be- 
nign, enlightened and _ highly 
advantageous to the country. 

Before Britain came in, 98 per 
cent of the people were illiterate, 
72 per cent were diseased. For 
the common folk there were no 
comforts, little happiness and no 
hope, 

Britain’s success in changing 
all that hag been a queer type 
of “bedevilment”. 


Exploitation 


There is another impression 
that Britain has grown fabu- 
lously rich exploiting India. 

No doubt there are private 
firms that have made a consid- 
erable profit in India. But so far 
as the British people are con- 
cerned as a whole, the idea of 
exploitation is preposterous, 

India is a rich country. She ex- 
ports cotton, jute, tea, oil seeds, 
hides and skins, rice, metals, wool 
and wheat. 

After agriculture, which ab- 
sorbs 70 per cent of her ple, 
the principle industry the 
weaving ‘of cotton cloths, follow- 
ed by silk rearing and weaving, 
shawl and carpet weaving, wood 
carving and metal working. 


India produces ld, silver, 
diamonds, rubies, coal,,petroleum, 
lead, manganese, salt, silver, tin, 
mica, copper, tungsten, iron and 


zine. 

Britain is India’s best market. 
She buys from her 26.8 per cent 
of her exports, 

Britain sells to India 34.2 per 
cent of her imports. 

This does not look like the kind 
of trade monopoly that goes 
along with exploitation. 


Attractive 

India is attractive to invaders 
largely because of her tremen- 
dous stores of hoarded wealth. 

It is estimated that $2,500,000,- 
000 worth of gold and $2,750,000,- 
000 worth of silver is hoarded in 
India, 

The British have never at- 
tempted to touch one dollar of 
this hoard. 

The Japs would not be so par- 
ticular. 

Britain is said to have offered 
India immediate home rule and 
dominion status after the war. 
She is said to have suggested 
the formation of a separate Mos- 
lem dominion, 

When one considers that the 
77,678,000 Moslems are not con- 
fined to any one section of India, 
but are scattered throughout the 
country, mostly among the ruling 
classes, the difficulty of such a 
proposal is seen to be immense.

What Is News Value?

During the past two months we 
have had a war on our hands, In 
addition, the federal parliament 
has been in session—also the Al- 
berta legislature. There has been 
such a flood of news that it was 
impossible to print all that hap- 
pened, since newspapers could 
not possibly cope with it. 

It lies with editors to decide 
which is important and what is 
less important. Matters must be 
cut down that in ordinary cir- 
cumstances would find place in 
the news. 

When Mr. John Bowlen com- 
plains that Calgary newspapers 
did not report his speeches in the 
legislature, he fails to take such 
matters into consideration, He 
could have said the same of forty 
more, members of the Alberta 
house and of about 200 members 
of the federal parliament. With 
all the good-will in the world, a 
newspaper cannot serve as a sort 
of Hansard to aspiring politicians. 

Nor does the public desire they 
should. 

We think Mr. Bowlen wil! 
agree that most of what was said 


during the session was a re-hash 
of what had been said during the 
previous session. Besides, while 
the House was still in session, we 
pointed out that Alberta had a 
glorious opportunity to make 
headway since there was now a 
large market for goods we can 
produce, but do not. 

Had a speech along such lines 
been made we would certainly 
have considered jit news, But 
there was none, If members wish 
to break into the news they must 
distinguish between their per- 
sonal convictions and what con- 
cerns the public as a whole, Those 
who have an appreciation of 
public desires will at once discern 
the difference, 

Extended markets are avail- 
able for soy beans, flax, sugar, 
coal and oil, The wealth of the 
province depends upon our re- 
sponse to those needs since they 
are due to the cutting off of out- 
side supplies. The greatest con- 
tribution a member could make 
is to bring such matters up for 
discussion, 

That they were not brought up 
is reason why speeches of many 
members did not make news. 


win the war, the more likely we 
are to get back to that kind of 
life. In other words, we must 
change over to war conditions, 
war training, war work now, be- 
fore disaster overwhelms us. 

Thirty years ago war meant 
battles between armies and 
navies of countries at war with 
each other, The civilian popula- 
tion on each side looked on, ex- 
cept the few who lived on the 
actual fields of battles. Others 
suffered bereavements, anxieties, 
losses. But they were not in the 
war except in a secondary way 
and they were a very small 
minority. 

All that is changed now, The 
Axis powers have invented total 
war and have declared it on the 
whole world. 

They intend to conquer the 
world and make it tributary to 
them, Total war means extirpa- 
tion of all those who oppose the 
aggressors, and slavery for those 
who surrender. Look at Poland, 
Greece, China or France, As to 
the latter, is Vichy-governed 
France a whit better off than oc- 
cupied France? Starvation and 
the murders of “hostages” go on 
in both places, 

By the way, why do we speak 
of the “men” of Vichy, when we 
refer to the government of Vichy 
France? Rats, and yellow ones at 
that, would be a more accurate 
description, 

Total war is essentially war 
against civilians. Remember Nan- 
king, Rotterdam, London, Cov- 
entry and dozens of other places. 
We have heard something of the 
horrors of Hong Kong, we have 
yet to hear from Singapore, Java 
and scores of other places in the 
East Indies, 

There is no doubt that good 
times and grandmotherly gov- 
ernment—have made us soft and 
lethargic, Many of us still hope 
that something will happen, 
somehow, somewhere, to make it 
unnecessary for us to make the 
effort to fend ourselves in total 
war. England felt the same way 
in 1939. She snapped out of it. 
So can we. ¥ 

But we have to do it now, or 
later submit to the rule of Jap 
or German. We must simplify 
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our pleasures and increase our 
working hours. We must submit 
ourselves to training’ in the use 
of arms. We must keep fit phys- 
ically and mentally by filling in 
our spare time with healthy 
sports, not wasting it on the side 
lines or ‘in the late hours and 
melancholy bottle-toting of night 
clubs and similar entertainments. 

In fact, we have got to get back 
to first things, or we shall finish 
in second place, where we shall 
no longer have freedom to act, 
speak and think as we like, with 
due regards to the rights of 
others, and that is the only 
foundation on which to build the 
comfortable life,

British “Land Girls’ Work Dawn To Dusk

LONDON. If Great Britain's 
prospects of a record harvest are 
fulfilled, she will owe it in a very 
large measure to her army of Land 
Girls, 

Since the beginning of the war 
over 10,000 women have enrolled in 
this all-important army. 

On the land, as in other branches 
of vital war work, women have 
proved their worth and their abil- 
ity to do things which heretofore 
were considered men’s jobs—riding 
tractors, ploughing, tilling, and 
sowing fields—besides tending live- 
siock, dairy farming and market 
g dening. 

‘hey work long hours, from grey, 
ec 4 dawn to sundown, in all sorts 
of weather, sometimes even daring 
altacks from the air while at work 
in the fields, and thinking nothing

Can Be Made 
By Occupant 


Many householders, particularly 
transplanted apartment dwellers, 
are expressing a new interest in 
first-hand information which will 
enable them to do many small 
maintenance chores around their 
homes themselves. 

How do you change a washer?

Is WATER SEAL 

The trap is a water seal, goose- 
necked in shape, found under the 
sink, At its lowest point there is a 
plug which can be removed with 
a wrench. Place a pail under the 
trap, remove the plug, and let the 
water run out. Then replace the 
plug, screwing it tightly in place. 
Should the pipe still show signs 
of clogging, “a plumber's snake”, or 
waste-pipe cleaner, consisting of a 
long spring or flex, may be forced 
from the trap into the pipe to loosen 
grease which may have collected 
there.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


There is hardly a mother of a 3 
to 4-year-old child who isn't con- 
vinced that her child eats like a 
bird, This belief arises because of 
the diminishing amounts of food 
eaten by the child after he has pass- 
ed beyond infancy. 

The year-old infant can consume 
four cups of milk, half a can to a 
can of sieved fruit and vegetable, 
the juice of two oranges, half a cup 
of cereal, not to mention, meat, 
soup, crackers, puddings, etc. Be- 
cause of this large consumption of 
food, the mother is ill-prepared for 
the 2-year-old who squirmgs when 
he must eat more than half a baked 
potato, a tablespoon or so of vege- 
table, three cups of milk, a table- 
Spoon of meat or its equivalent, a 
small portion of pudding, some 
fruit, also in tablespoonfuls. 

The plate of the two-year-old, 
when served, looks as if it had been 
designed for a fairy and if any 
of these small-sized portions are 
refused one can understand why the 
mother would feel that the child is 
starving before her very eyes, 

Every mother should remind her- 
self constantly that the child who 
is forced to eat more than, his ap- 
petite demands cannot possibly 
relish the food he eats or develop 
a bouncing appetite for the next 
meal of the day. 

She should recognize that the 
amount any individual eats is 
likewise a very personal matter. 
There are no ideal portions of 
food—there are just average por- 
tions, which mean that some chil- 
dren eat more and some less than 
the average, When a mother asks, 
e“How much cereal should my 
child eat in a day?” there is only 
the answer, that he should eat 
as much as he wants and no more, 
whether that be one tablespoon or 
several. 

Even milk cannot be dictated in 
any definite amounts, though it is 
desirable that a child have four 
cups a day, some to drink, some 
used in cooking or served in his 
food, Yet, some children may drink 
so much milk as to spoil their ap- 
petites for solid foods, so that one 
cannot be satisfied just because a 
child drinks lots of milk for that 
may not be in his best interests, 

When a mother is inclined to 
worry that her chick does not eat 
as much food as other children of 
her acquaintance, she should tell 
herself that the best criterions of 
what amounts are right for her 

child is his good health. This means 
his gain in weight, his sleeping 
habits and his amiable disposition, 
These factors tell a more accurate 
story of good nourishment than an 
enumeration of the number of 
tablespoons or ounces of food or 
drink he consumes in a day.

If his stable burned they 
helped him to build another, There 
were no hospitals, no children’s aid, 
no relief; but nobody starved and 
no one died from neglect. We help- 
ed each other and we had a good 
time doing it. 


LUST FOR POWER 
The situation today is much more 


grave, We had only to contend 
with frost, drought, sickness, and 
great distances. Natural things 


which can be met and overcome by 
natural human means. Today we 
are facing man’s inhumanity, his 
diabolical cleverness, his lust for 
power and his insatiable greed. If 
we are going to survive we must 
devote all our strength, our intelli- 
gence, to this greatest of all strug- 
gles.

On the road to expertness in 
contract, there is a Stage where 
the player, having seen the occa- 
sional efficacy of a false card, takes 
every opportunity to do so. Most 
of the .time he fails to affect the 
declarer's play in any way but 
keeps his partner guessing, especi- 
ally if they are good players who 
can make elaborate inferences from 
slight indications.

T am putting food minerals and 
vitamins together in this discussion 
because they are both essential to 
health and because they occur in 
foods in comparatively smal}!

The organic minerals were great- 
ly neglected for a long time in the 
study of nutrition but eventually 
they came to be recognized as being 
of great value, and in fact these 
minerals are as necessary to the 
body as the foundation is to a house. 
While there are many minerals 
found in the body in very small 
amounts, there are only a few of 
which are found in any appreciable 
amounts among them being cal- 
cium, iron, magnesium, silicon, pot- 
assium, etc. 

These minerals are present in the 
greatest extent in natural foods and 
refining of a food may therefore 
partially deprive it of its mineral 
content, It is through food alone 
that the elements required by the 
vital forces in building, maintain- 
ing and repairing of the body, are 
furnished, But food can not impart 
any more than it contains, and such 
a large proportion of the eatables 
commonly found on the modern 
table are so devitalized and im- 
properly prepared that the impor- 
tant organic minerals are either 
destroyed altogether, or are 
partially destroyed or entirely ab- 
sent, 

Some of these elements, such as 
calcium and phosphorous, are in- 
dispensable for building the bony 
structure of the body, and others 
again are needed for healthy nerv- 
ous tissue, for the growing of hair, 
and for the formation of red blood 
cells, Those seemingly the most 
important as far as the red blood 
cell is concerned are iron and cop- 


per. 

Gradually, we have learned a 
great deal about these minerals, 
what they do in the body and what 
foods contain them, One of these 
findings is that while vegetables 
are rich in these minerals, the cook- 
ing of such vegetables in a great 
deal of water which is later dis- 
carded, will tend to cause some of 
the mineral content to be thrown 
away. This discovery led to the re- 
mark credited to a doctor to the 
effect that, “If the kitchen sinks 
could develop stomaches, they 
would be the best fed animals in 
America.”

This practice will con- 
serve the minerals, The person 
using a large salad of the raw veg- 
etables, and using the real whole 
wheat bread, will probably secure 
all the minerals necessary. 

In using these minerals, it is re- 
sults which count and in their use 
the result desired should be an in- 
crease in health. We do not need 
to become “faddists” on the subject, 
but we should be interested to the 
extent of making sure we get 
enough minerals for certain pur- 
poses, Thus, we need enough cal- 
cium to keep the nerves from being 
too irritable and to keep the teeth 
and bones strong and firm; we need 
silicon to insure a good growth of 
hair and healthy fingernails; and 
we need enough iron for the manu- 
facture of new red blood cells, Re- 
sults such as these are what count, 
and should be the goal to keep in 
mind whenever we start regulating 
the minerals used,

In Varied Activities 


Increased business was recorded in most fields of Al- 
berta trade and industry during the twelve months ended 
December 31, 1941, compared with the same period in 1940, 
it was announced on Saturday by Hon. E. C. Manning, min- 


ister of trade and industry. * 


Compiled on a six months’ basis, 
figures for wheat loadings show- 
ed a drop of 55%, with 47,982,815 
bushels worth $22,'°1,923. Coarse 
grains improved 31% with fi,- 
368.263 bushels worth $4,092,575. 
Over the 12 months’ period, but- 
ter marketings totalled 35,350,000 
pounds worth $10,958,500, a gain of 

65% and cheese totalled 3,110,000 
pounds worth $622,000, a gain of 
61%. . 

Horse exports continued to de- 
cline, shipments of 9.592 head worth 
$575,520 comparing unfavorably 
with the 1940 figures of 13,651 head 
worth $819,060, a decrease of 30%. 


CATTLE SHOWS GAIN 

Cattle exports showed a gain of 
18%, with 186,192 head valued as 
$8,937,216 comparing favorably with 
the previous 77,100 head valued at 
$7,558.628. Sheep and lamb packer 
exports also rose, from 36,096 head 
worth $246,175 in 1940 to 51,064 head 
worth $413,618, a gain of 68%. 

Production of packing plant pro- 
ducts totalled 307,998,190 pounds 
worth $50,083,577. compared with 
the 1940 figures of 229,061,333 
pounds worth $32,367,920, a gain of 
55%. 

FLOUR SHOWS RISE 

Flour milling rose 31%, with 2,- 
459,439 barrels valued at $10,012,227 
and production of condensed milk 
Tose from 142,502 cases worth $405,- 
225 to 184,453 cases worth $585,621, 
a.gain of 45%. 

Coal production during the year 
reached 6,970,064 tons valued at $19,- 
337,420, a gain of 18% which was 
largely due to the opening of new 
Eastern markets. Petroleum produc- 
tion continued to show a steady 
gain, with total output at 9,908,643 
barrels worth $13,809,709, compared 
with the 1940 figures of 8,493,237 
barrels worth $10,504,669, a gain 
of 31%, 


GAS CONSUMPTION UP 

Natural gas consumpton during 
1941 totalled 28,305,42Q m.c.f. valued 
at $5,307,268, a gain of 7 per cent. 

An increase of 26 per cent was 
recorded in clay products manu- 
facture, which rose in value from 
$810,655 in 1940 to pass the million 
dollar mark with $1,022,647 in 1941. 

Cement production was placed at 
475,835 barrels valued at $966,286,

serve Army unit is to be recruited 
here, namely, an Armored Division 
Ordnance Workshop, Royal Canad- 
ian Ordnance Corps, thus bringing 
to seven, the number of Reserve 
Army units seeking recruits. 


NEW UNIT 


Authority has been granted, {oi 
the formation in Edmonton, of an 
Armored Division Ordnance Work- 
shop, Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps, forming part of the new 
Reserve Army, Atmored Division, 
which is being organized in Alberta. 
An Armored Divisional Ordnance 
Workshop consists of 324, all ranks, 
the majority of whom are skilled 
artificers, such as machinists, weld- 
ers, instrument mechanics, motor 
vehicle mechanics, wireless mech- 
anics, as well as a number of drive; 
mechanics. There are also a number 
of non-skilled men included in the 
establishment. The officers are 
qualified mechanical or electrical 
engineers, 

The Unit consists of a brigade 
8toup, located in Edmonton. and a 
support group based on Ponoka. 
IMPORTANT DUTIES 

The function of these gtoups in 
warfare will be the servicing of an 
armored division and keeping its 
guns, tanks, Bren gun carriers, 
motor vehicles, functioning and 
running. The Edmonton units is also 
to provide three light aid detach- 
ments for the brigade groups. These 
will be used to render assistance to 
the armored unit crews in the 
event of trouble rising in the opera- 
tion of any of their vehicles and 
they will, therefore, travel right 
with the armored column. For that 
reason, the Edmonton detachment 
should get preference in the distri- 
bution of equipment and the selec- 
tion of trained lecturers. 

Training, which will commence 
immediately, will consist of lec- 
tures, drill and demonstrations, all 
with a view to teaching the recruit 
not Only to repair armored equip- 
ment but to defend himself and to 
take the offensive when necessary. 

The Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps is now recognized as a com: 
bat branch of the service. 

Recruits will be accepted as fol- 
lows: (a) Men between the ages of 
17 and 19 in any category. (b) Men 
between the ages of 19 and 35 in 
categories lower than “B”. (c) Men 
granted, or who are entitled to, post- 
ponement of compulsory military 
training or who are engaged in es- 
sential war industries. (d) Men 
over 35 and under 50 in any cate- 
gory. (e) Personne} of the C.O.T.C. 
of all categories, of military age 
until graduation. 

The Divisional Ordnance Work- 
shop units in Edmonton and Pon- 
oka are under the command of Cap- 
tain Charles E. Garnett, R.C.O.C., 
with Captain H. Skinner, R.C.O.C., 
in charge of the Ponoka group. The 
adjutant of the Edmonton unit is 
Lieutenant Ralph Couper, R.C.O.C. 

Edmonton men wishing to join 
this unit can interview either of 
these officers at the orderly room of 
the Armored Division Ordnance 
Workshop at the Prince of Wales 
Armory.

Good Friday 


OOD FRIDAY was a bad Friday in the story of man. 

It was on that day, some nineteen hundred years 

ago, that Jesus Christ, the Son of God, was betrayed 

by sinful men, and suffered death upon the Cross, 

We like to spell the word ‘Cross’ with a capital “C,” be- 

cause it has become for us the symbol of all that is finest 

and highest in life, Honour, Righteousness, Holiness and 

Love. But there was no such meaning on that day; it was 

merely the instrument of torture, shame and disgrace for 

the Crucified, He at Whose birth the angels sang, hung 

from the Cross like a common criminal, His enemies rubbed 

their hands with satisfaction, His friends had run away and 

left Him, and the crowds gathered for the Passover Feast 

were too intent upon enjoying the Festival to be anything 

but indifferent to His suffering. That was the blackest 
day in history. ; 


But, GOOD FRIDAY was a good Friday in the story 
of man. It is called ‘Good’ Friday because it is the day on 
which man was redeemed. The spectacle of the Son of God 
suffering death upon the Cross for our redemption has 
always been the most moving fact of our faith. “For us 
men and our salvation, He came down from heaven, and 
was made man... and was crucified for us.” It gives us 
a glimpse of the infinite Love of God, Who, having loved 
His own, loved them to the uttermost. We may not under- 
stand all that the Cross means, and each successive age 
will want to interpret it in its own way. In our hearts we 
know that Jesus was never more like God than when He 
hung upon the Cross—lifted up that He might draw all men 
unto Him. When men deliberately spurned Him, and 
allowed the evil in them to triumph, and crucified and 
reviled Him, He did not disown them, but loved them unto 
the end. 


So the Cross speaks to us of the victory of God. We 
may ignore Him, and spurn Him, and deny Him, but in 
the end we shall bow before the greatness of His Love. 


“On my knees I fall and worship that great Cross 
which shines. above, 

For the Very God of Heaven is not Power, but 
power of Love.”

As Protection Is 
Strongly Urged 


Sentence of death hangs over 
thousands of valuable horses in 
Alberta. Equine encephalomy- 
clitis may strike suddenly and 
teach epidemic proportions, Not 
since 1938 has the danger been so 
great, In 1939, due to tne extensive 
tse of “chick” vaccine, the disease 
was kept under control. But in 
1940 there were sufficient cases, 


and in 1941 there were more, to 
convince authorities that the 
causal agent is still present over 
widespread areas, Should condi- 
tions be favorable to an outbreak 
this year the disease will spread 
on @ large scale, authorities stat- 
ed on Saturday. 


eThere is one proven way to pro- 
tect horses from this silent killer, It 
is by vaccinating with “chick” vac- 
cine. The protection is highly ef- 
fective and it is the only satisfac- 
tory agent known to produce im- 
munity. 

Vaccinate horses early in the sea- 
son, preferably before the com- 
mencement of spring work. When 
possible keep horses at rest for 
24 hours after vaccination, and vac- 
cinate young colts a few days after 
birth. Never vaccinate in any spot 
subject to rubbing or friction by 
saddle or harness. 

It is important that vaccination 
be performed by a competent per- 
son—a registered veterinarian, or a 
man trained by a_ veterinarian. 
Should the owner wish to vaccinate 
his own horses, he is warned to 
take every antiseptic precaution. 

Horse owners of Alberta face a 
real responsibility in the matter of 
vaccination. First of all there is 
danger of human infection, It is 
now generally accepted that equine 
encephalomyelitis may infect hu- 
mans. It is obvious, in the light of 
this fact, that vaccination of horses 
will first of all assist in the safe- 
guarding of public health, and 
secondly protect the owner's in- 
vestment in+ horseflesh. 

Another. important aspect of 
horse‘ vaccination is that of national 
economy. In these critical times 
it is possible that horses may sud- 
denly be required on a large scale 
for purposes of national defense 
or the nation’s war effort, and the 
preservation of existing stocks is 


therefore an imperative need.
